Cwmbran  was  designated  a nevi  tov/n  on  November  4th,  1949,  the 
thirteenth  new  town  in  the  country  and  the  first  in  Wales.  The 
Ledical  Officer  of  Health  wrote  in  the  ^Innual  Report  for  that  year 
"The  decision  to  build  a nev;  tovm  in  Cwmbran  affords  the  Council 
an  op^.ortunity  of  co-operating  with  a powerful  and  influential  body^  - 
the  Nev/  Town  Corporation  - to  improve  the  social  conditions  and 
amenities  of  the  district",.  The  designated  area,  3,l60  acres,  of 
the  nev/  to\m  is  divided  by  the  Afon  Lv;yd  and  lies  within  the  Urb  n 
District  of  Cv/mbran  and  the  fo.itypool  Rural  District.,  The  area 
contained  a number  of  district  community  grou^.-s , those  of  Cwmbran, 
Pontnevjydd,  Llantarnara,  Croesyceiliog  and  Llunfrechfa. 

The  Cwmbran  Urban  District  had  a population  of  12  ,950 > 9-  little 
more  than  a third  of  the  e,si:imated  mid-year  population  for  1970  of 
32,250  and  by  December  1970  the  estimated  population  of  the  new  tov/n 
was  more  than  46,000,  an  increase  of  34,000  persons  in  twenty  one 
years.  In  this  time  a new  to.;n  has  been  built  on  a neighbourhood 
ba,sis,  although  the  Pairwater  development,  where  the  j_..o^/Ulat.-’ on 
should  eventually  be  20,000,  is  a departure  from  this  practice. 

Even  aftei-  21  years  soiue  recently  published  maj_.;S  show  L.lanvar- 
nara  lying  i.iid-way  bet..een  i-'ontypool  and  Ne.jport,  in  spite  of  the 
Cv/rabran  to\/n  centre  v/ith  its  large  sho,,.s,  offices,  bus  sto^,s  and 
free  cai‘  parks  aid  a town  with  21  schools.  Apart  from  Llantarnam 
Orange,  a social  centre,  the  absence  of  social  facilities  ami 
comraercial  entertoinment  at  the  torn  centre  has  been  a recuriing 
theme  since  the  Annual  Report  of  1963.  No  swimming  balii  or  dance 
hall  is  envisaged  but  plans  for  a central  cinema  have  cilmosi:  been 
finalised  by  the  Development  Corpoiation  and  it  is  hoped  that  build- 
ing v.ill  begin  in  1971^  Although  the  town  centre  may  continue  to 
lack  some  of  the  desirable  features  of  a central  aiea,  most  Tieople 
consider  that  they  are  living  in  C .mbran  New  Town  as  o^._osed  to 
tne  smaller  original  communities.  The  Council  is  ensuring  tliat 
modern  leisure  cent/ es  and  recreational  facilities  aie  provided 
throughout  the  District  ii  addition  to  activities  based  on  co.iimun- 
ity  colleges  attached  to  Secondary  schools.  The  Cocker  ivenue 
Pavilion  has  been  opened  and  a now  Coui t Farm  Community  Centre  will 
be  ready  for  use  early  in  If 71.  A tenants'  meeting  hall  .at  Ty  &wyn 
Rcac. , part  of  the  G-reenmeadow  housing  scheme,  Fairw'ator,  adjacent 
to  a ne'.;  group  of  bungalows  with  v.ai’den  service  fox"  the  elc'erlg  and 
disabled,  had  been  x-^l^-nnod  b,  the  end  of  the  vear  by  the  Dcveloiamcnt 
Corporation  This  hall  is  in  addition  to  the  Threepenny  Bit  social 
centre  and  \/ill  be  available  as  soon  as  or  before  most  of  the  local 
residential  development  has  taken  place.  These  communiby  buildings 
may  be  leased  to  the  Council  in  the  near  future  and  will  increase 
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the  Council's  community  centres  in  the  Urban  District  to  seven. 
Building  of  the  Fairwater  Secondary  school  v/ith  a sports  centre 
including  a 25  metro  s\;ir!iming  pool,  a joint  provision  v.dtn  the 
County  Council,  should  begin  next  year. 

The  Community  Association  of  Southvillc  was  disbanded  because 
of  unsuitable  premises.  Members  joined  v/ith  Northville  residents 
to  form  the  Tov/n  Centre  Community  Association  meeting  at  Llantarnam 
Grange , 


In  addition  to  Council  and  DevelOj^ment  Corjjoration  activities, 
clubs,  pubs,  cultural  societies  - art  ^ drau.a,  operatic  and  choral 
grou_.,s  - churches  and  chapels  have  all  j^layea  their  i^arts  in  the 
founding  of  a settled,  active  and  integrated  social  comiiiunity  in 
Cu'mbran. 


The  C\/mbran  Develo^,raent  Corporation  is  continuing  to  encourage 
industrial  enter^-nises  to  come  to  Cwmbran.  In  1970,  24  unit  factories 
v/ere  completed  at  Forge  Hammer,  a t'./o  acre  site.  This  has  proviced 
320  jobs,  a highly'-  satisfactory  employment  density  of  60  to  the  acre. 
At  the  Avondale  industrial  site  an  auvance  factory  of  20,000  square 
feet  v/as  begun  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  negotiations  had  been 
concluded  for  a 23,000  sq,  ft.  factory  at  Somerset  Street  -•  the 
Somerset  Industrial  Estate  - by  Messrs.  Franlc,  Theak  & Roskill^?-  Ltd., 
Tie  Manufacturers. 


The  '.i/'elsh  Senior  Championship  and  “Jelsh  Marathon  i,/ere  held  at 
the  Sports  Centre,  Cwmbran  Stadium  in  July  1969®  In  this  field  the 
most  spectacular  event  of  1970  v/as  the  Great  Britain  v Prance  Inter- 
national Athletics  Meeting  in  August.  This  v/as  the  first  bime  this 
type  of  event  has  been  held  in  v/ales.  In  the  eyes  of  the  Amateur 
Athletic  Associatior,  Cv/mbran  ranlcs  v/ith  Edinburgh,  Leicester,  and 
the  Crystal  Palace  for  the  staging  of  international  events.  The  new* 
floodlit  all-\«'oather  area  on  which  hockey,  soccer,  netball  a.nd

There  v/ere  13  infant  deaths,  5 fewer  than  last  yearc  Nine  deaths 
were  of  ioales  and  4 of  femaleSc  None  of  the  deaths  was  of  an  illegit- 
imate ini’ant. 
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Seven  deaths  were  early  neonatal,  2 deaths  were  neonatal,  and 
tile  renaining  4-  deaths  were  of  infants  aged  between  k v^oeks  ana  one 
yearc  The  early  neonatal  and  neonatal  deaths  took  place  in  hospital 
as  did  one  of  the  4 deaths  of  infants  aged  more  than  4 weeks „ The 
latter  deaths  have  decreased  from  11  to  4 in  the  last  year  v;ith  5 
fovrer  deaths  fron  infections  and  are  riore  in  keeping  ii/ith  a healthy 
environment. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  19.94  infant  dea  i^hs  per  thousand 
live  births  was  6,68  infant  deaths  less  than  in  19^9 > 1.18  infant 
deaths  per  thousand  live  births  less  than  the  konraou bh shire  rate,  but 
1,94  more  than  that  for  England  and  V/ales, 

Of  the  deaths  of  infants  aged  less  than  one  week,  6 were  due  to 
prematurity,  a major  cause  of  the  national  perinatal  mortality  rate, 
and  1 to  a precipitate  delivery.  Of  the  deaths  of  infants  aged  more 
than  1 week  and  under  4 weeks  of  age,  1 death  was  also  duetto  xire- 
maturity  and  the  other  to  a congenital  anomaly.  Of  the  4 infant 
deaths  between  4 Y/eeks  and  under  1 year,  2 v/ore  due  to  bronchopneumonia, 
4 less  than  last  year  , 1 to  acute  tracheo-bronchitis , and  the  otiier 
death  followed  an  operation  for  removal  of  a sacrococcygeal  tumour. 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  was  less  than  the  Monraouthshire  rate 
by  0,46  per  thousand  live  births  and  1,80  more  than  the  rate  fox* 

England  and  V/ales, 

The  early  neonatal  mortality  rate  vms  a little  less  than  both  the 
ratio  for  Monmouthshire  and  for  England  and  V/ales,  tiie  latter  having 
increased  by  1,00  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  since  1969. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  has  increased  again,  Altliough  it 
remains  less  than  the  Monmouthshire  rate  it  exceeds  that  for  England 
and  \41es  by  4.15  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  1 week  combined  per 
1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths,

For  the  fourth  year  the  crude  death  rate  has  fractionally 
increased.  This  year  from  7.5  to  7.57  deaths  per  1,000  population. 

The  crude  dea.th  rate  was  less  than  that  for  Monmouthshire  by  if. 03, 

0.93  less  than  last  year,  and  foi-  England  and  v.'ales  by  k.,13  deaths 
l^er  1,000  population,  0.2p  loss  than  last  year.  The  local  adjusted 
ra oe  \/as  less  than  that  for  ivionmou  chshire  by  0.12,  a smaller  differ- 
ence than  for  1969  , the  Ivlonmoutlishire  rate  having  decreased,  a.nd  more 
than  that  for  England  and  V/ales  by  1.19  deaths  per  thousand  poxjulation. 
The  ratio  of  the  local  adjusted  death  rate  to  the  national  rate  has 
increased  from  1,02  in  1968  to  1.06  in  1969  and  to  1.10  in  1970. 

A comparison  of  d.eaths  by  sex  again  shov/s  an  excess  of  male  deaths. 
This  year  there  were  138  male  deaths  and  106  female  deaths,  .imong 
those  aged  more  than  65  years,  ~JQ  deaths  wore  of  i.iales  and  68  of 
females. 


Bet\Jeen  the  ages  of  Zf5  and  Q+  years,  middle  age,  there  were  39 
male  deaths  and  29  of  females.  This  is  the  second  year  since  i960 
that  male  dec.  ths  in  riiddle  age  have  not  been  double  those  of  females, 
o.lthough  they  were  37 of  the  deaths  in  this  age  group,  4.4%  less 
than  in  19u<^.  -imong  persons  aged  less  than  45  years,  21  deaths  \;ere 
of  males  and  9 of  females. 

The  retirement  of  men  at  65  yes-rs  and  of  women  at  60  years  is  not 
in  keeping  v;ith  the  excess  mortality  rate  of  men  at  all  ages.  Surely 
the  j_.rospective  life  of  vvomen  supports  a later,  rather  than  an  earlier 
ago  of  retirement  for  those  who  have  been  in  full  time  occu^£i  tions. 

The  112  deaths,  57  of  mo-les  and  55  of  fercales,  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  ^erc  10  loss  than  half  the  total 
number  of  deaths.  Fifty  eight  doatlis,  35  of  males  and  23  of  females, 
were  attributed  to  ischeamic  huart  disease;  24  of  these  deaths  'were 
of  j.jorsons  aged  less  than  65  years  and  34  of  ^.arsons  over  this  age. 
Considering  this  group  of  deaths  as  a \/hole , 76  deaths,  67,9  .or  cent, 
v/ere  of  persons  aged  more  than  65  years. 
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Doatkis  from  nGOj,jlasrns  formed  the  next  lar(_^est  group  of  deaths 
with  53  deaths s 27  of  mrles  and  26  of  females,  3 less  than  last  year, 
Tv/oiity  GGvon  deaths,  just  more  than  one  ha.lf  of  the  deaths  fro;n  this 
cause,  wore  of  pex sons  aged  less  than  65  years. 

Fourteen  deaths,  13  of  males,  were  due  to  neoplasm  of  the  lung. 
This  is  the  largest  number  of  deaths  duo  to  this  cause  since  1965  when 
deaths  numbered  li^-  Five  of  the  decaths,  including  the  female  death, 
were  of  persons  of  middle  age.  It  is  to  bo  hoped  that  deaths  from 
this  cause  and  those  due  to  coronary  thrombosis  will  continue  to  de- 
crease among  the  general  population,  as  they  have  among  doctors,  who 
arc  more  a, /are  whan  most  of  the 'dangers  of  cigarette  smoking. 


Fifteen  deaths  were  due  to  bronchitis  and  emphysema.  Fourteen 
of  the  deaths,  12  of  males  and  2 of  females,  were  of  persons  aged  m.ore 
than  65  years,  with  this  group,  as  v/ith  neoplasm  of  the  lung,  male 
cigarette  smoking  habits  partially  account  for  the  differential  sex 
incidence. 

There  w'ere  9 deatns  from  accidents,  including  4 from  motor  vehicle 
accidents.  Seven  deaths  v;ore  of  males  and  2 of  females.

Ono  huncirod  and  thirty  two  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported 
by  head  teachers,  382  less  than  in  1969 , and  23  less  than  in  1968.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  reported  were  non-notif iable  diseases  and  reports 
from  iiead  teachers  are  the  only  way  by  v/hicii  these  illnesses  may  be 
estimated. 

hose  cases,  103}  were  of  mumps  and  chickenpox,  127  fewer  cases  of 
mumps  and  R1  fe'v/er  cases  of  chickenpox  than  in  1969.  The  number  of  cases 
of  german  measles  decreased  from  138  to  2 when  1969  is  compared  v.dth  1970.

The  public  mains  supply  is  provided  and  distributed  by  t.?ie 
Gv/ent  ‘./'a ter  Board.  An  adequate  supply  \ias  provided  throughout  the 
year.  Complaints  of  water  shortage  v/ere  received  from  3 isolated 
dwellings  not  connected  to  the  public  main. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  eight  samples  of  v/ater  v/ere  taken  from 
the  public  main  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
all  but  3 samples  were  found  to  be  froe  of  coliform  bacilli  and 
bacteria  coli  type  1.  The  three  unsatisfactory  samples  \/ere  found 
to  be  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  purity  on  being  repeated.

Twenty  samples  were  taken  from  isolated  properties  not  supplied 
v/ith  water  from  the  public  main  and,  of  these,  1!^.  v/ere  found  to  be 
bacteriologically  unsatisfactory.  The  occupants  of  the  dwellings  con- 
cerned T/cre  advised  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking  purposes  or  in 
the  preparation  of  food. 

It  is  envisaged  that  some  of  those  properties  will  be  connected 
to  the  public  main  supply  within  the  next  year  or  two  as  housing  develop- 
ment on  the  periphery'’  of  the  to\/n  is  extended. 
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Drainage  and  Sev/era^'e : 

t/ith  the  exception  of  certain  isolated  properties  too  far  from  the 
Council's  sevt/erage  systera  to  bo  economically  connected  and  a fev7  other  older 
dwellings  and  an  industrial  estate  at  Lov/er  Pontneviydd,  all  properties  in 
Cwmbran  are  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system  of  sewers.  The  majority  of 
these  sewers  are  of  recent  construction  and  are  \/ell  maintained  by  the 
Council  or  the  Cwmbran  Development  Corporation, 

All  public  sewers  discharged  into  the  Eastern  Valley  Joint  Sewerage 
Board's  trunk  sewer  for  treatment  at  their  Ponthir  v;orks  prior  to  discharge 
into  the  Afon  LvTyd  river. 

Duplication  of  the  Board's  trunk  sev;er  from  Pontypool  through  Cwmbran 
to  Llanfrechfa  v/as  completed  during  the  year. 

Storm  vvater  sev;ers  discharge  directly  into  the  ^ifon  Lv?yd  or  into  the 
numerous  brooks  rising  in  the  hills  behind  Cv/mbran  or  into  the  Brecon  to 
Newport  canal,  v/hich  passes  through  Cvmibran, 

Only  on  rare  occasions  are  the  brooks  and  the  canal  polluted  by  the 
discharge  of  sev/age  from  the  public  sewers.  Pollution  of  the  canal  does 
occur  and  can  usually  be  traced  to  discharges  from  industrial  premises. 


Refuse  Collection__and  pisj)Osji.l : 

The  Council  collects  all  domestic  refuse  by  direct  labour  in  specially 
designed  refuse  collection  vehicles,  v/eekly  kerbside  method  of  collection 
of  bins  and  plastic  sacks  is  in  operation.  Approximately  255-0  of  the  dwell.mgs 
are  now  issued  v/ith  plastic  sacks  for  the  storage  and  collection  of  house- 
hold refuse  and  this  proportion  is  increasing  as  new  dwellings  are  being 
erected  in  Coedeva  and  Pairwater, 

Domestic  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  a disused  in- 
dustrial site  at  Me.endy  Day,  V/ost  Pontnev/ydd,  adequate  quantity  of  shale 
is  available  on  the  site  and  coverage  of  refuse  after  each  day’s  tipping  is 
usually  achieved.  Nevertheless,  complaints  from  residents  living  near  the  tip 
regarding  the  smell  and  the  presence  of  flies  near  the  rip  in  hot  \/eather  \/ero 
received.  Every  effort  v/as  mo.de  by  the  Council  to  deal  with  these  complaints. 

The  Council  operates  a free  special  collection  for  all  domestic  refuse 
that  cannot  be  collected  by  tlic  normal  v/eekly  collection  service  but  illegal 
dumping  of  bods,  mattresses,  furniture  and  other  refuse  on  usused  land  and  into 
streams  and  the  co.nal  still  continues.  Four  persons  found  guilty  of  such  offences 
were  prosecuted  during  the  year  and  fines  ranging  from  <£5  "to  £10  v/ere  imposed 
at  the  li'Iagistrates'  Court. 
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E^de^t  on tr^c^  and  Pis ifif  g s ta tiori : 

The  Council  continues  to  employ  one  full  time  rodent 
operator  for  the  control  of  rats,  mice  and  all  other  pest 
infestations  in  the  district* 

During  the  year  205  dwelling's  Mere  treated  for  rat  or 
mouse  infestation  and  routine  inspection  and  test  bating  of 
10/j  of  the  sewer  manholes  »;as  carried  out  twice  during  the 
yoo-r*  Eight  hundred  and  forty  nine  premises  \;ere  inspected 
for  the  presence  of  rodents. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  vacant  dvrellings  awaiting 
demolition,  building  sites,  river  banks,  the  disused  canal 
and  -tiie  refuse  tip. 

The  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  inspect  and 
disinfest  all  Council  owned  dwellings  on  the  termination  of 
tenancy  or  when  tenants  v/ish  to  transfer  from  one  Council 
house  to  another. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  one  dwellings  :?ere  inspected  on 
termination  of  tenancy  and  all  were  found  to  be  free  from 
infestation  by  bed  bugs.  Pour  privately  ov/ned  dv/ellings 
\/ere  treated,  free  of  charge,  for  bed  bug  infestation. 

The  work  of  pest  control  and  eradication  carried  out  by 
the  department  is  increasing  every  year,  particularly  dur:5ng 
the  Sumner  when  there  is  a dcmiand  for  the  department  to  deal 
with  ants,  beetles,  cluster  flies,  fleas,  v;asps’  nests  and 
other  insect  pests.

All  retail  food  shops  were  inspected  at  least  twice  during  the 
year.  Some  of  the  shops  v^here  conditions  were  not  as  good  as  would  be 
expected  received  more  frequent  visits,  G-enerally  the  standard  of 
facilities  provided  in  these  shops  v.ere  satisfactory  but  often  the 
maintenanoo 'and  cleanliness  of  facilities  could  be  improved.  Canteens 
and  kitchens  in  17  schools  in  Cwmbran  were  visited  and  minor  defects 
found  were  dravm  to  the  attention  of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council, 


Notices  regarding  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (C-eneral) 
Regulations,  I960  were  served  on  occupiers  of  76  premises  and  I itemize 
belov/  the  nature  of  the  205  contraventions  found  in  these  premises.  No 
legal  proceedings  were  taken  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  these  contra- 
ventions and  it  was  invariably  found  that  on  subsequent  visits  to  the 
premises  the  defects  or  contraventions  had  been  rectified.

Ice  Cream: 


During  the  year  73  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  samples  62  were 
considered  to  be  satisfactory  and  11  failed  to  pass  the 
methylene  blue  test  and  were  provisionally  graded  3 or  if. 

Special  attention  v/as  given  to  the  soft  type  of 
ice  cream  retailed  from  mobile  vehicles  and  to  shops  where 
the  "cold  mix"  type  of  soft  ice  cream  is  made  on  the 
premises.  Twenty  samples  were  taken  from  mobile  ice  cream 
vans,  of  v/hich  8 samples  v/ere  found  to  bo  ^satisfactory 
Twenty  four  samples  vjere  taken  from  shops  where  ice  cream 
is  manufactured  by  the  "cold  mix"  process,  of  which  8 
vrere  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Six  samples  were  taken 
on  the  premises  of  a local  manufacturer  and  one  sample 
was  found  to  be  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory. 

In  every  case  where  an  unsatisfactory  sample  was 
taken,  a thorough  investigation  of  the  method  of  manu- 
facture, preparation  or  storage  was  made  and  repeat 
samples  v;ere  taken. 


Inspections  of  all  types  of  food  vehicles  continued 
during  the  year,  as  and  viien  the  vehicles  were  found 
retailing. 

Generally,  the  standard  of  hygiene  v;as  good  and  it 
v;as  noticed  that  persons  to  whom  letters  were  sent  re- 
garding contraventions  ¥/ere  prepo.red  to  co-oporato  to 
ensure  compliance. 

Ninety  three  inspe^ctions  wore  made  of  29  different 
vehicles,  including  ice  cream,  grocers  and  greengrocers, 
broad  and  v/holesale  delivery  vans.  Fifteen  letters  v;ere 
sent  to  the  operators  of  mobile  vehicles  where  contraven- 
tions of  the  Regulations  were  found.

The  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  is  administered  in  Cwmbran  by  the 
Monmouthshire  County  Council. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  samples  of  food,  39  of  which  were  milk, 

6?  other  foods  and  5 intoxicating  liquor,  ¥/ere  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination.  Ten  samples  were  found  to  be  not  of  the  nature, 
substance  or  quality  demanded  by  the  purchasers. 

Fourteen  complaints  m.ade  to  the  Public  Health  Department  by 
persons  buying  food  in  Cvmibran,  allegedly  not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser.  Those  complaints  v/ere  referred 
to  the  Weights  and  Measures  Department  of  the  Monraouthshire  County 
Council  and  if  the  comxolaint  concerned  the  possible  unsoun.dness  of 
the  food  complained  about,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  inspected  the 
remain  .er  of  the  stock  at  the  retail  premises. 

Close  co-operation  exists  betv/oen  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Inspector  and  tho  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  this  field.

Smoke  Pollution  f r grp JErpdn^tr  jn  1 Promises  ; 

The  foundry  complex  o,t  Clomendy  Road  and  the  brick  manufacturing  plants 
at  Two  Locks  Road  remain  the  main  source  of  industrial  smoke  pollution  at 
Cv/mbran. 


iit  the  Clomendy  Road  foundries  there  are  noxi  only  5 cold  blast  cupolas, 
all  of  \7hich  a,ro  now  provided  v;ith  the  more  efficient  \ict  type  of  grit  arres- 
tors. These  arrestors  are  considered  to  be  tho  best  practical  means  of  dust 
and  grit  arrestment  from  cold  blast  cupolas.  Dust  produced  from  the  moulding 
of  cast  iron,  the  cleaning  and  tlie  fettling  of  castings  and  from,  core  making 
is  also  conducted  from  tho  foundries  into  \/et  arrestors. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year  these  arrestors  failed,  due  to 
mechanical  breakdovm,  resulting  in  tho  excessive  emission  of  dust  and  grit 
until  repairs  could  be  effected.  Dust  from  tho  foundry  roadv/ays  and  dust 
produced  by  the  tipping  of  v;aste  sand  on  to  spoil  banks  adds  to  tho  total 
air  pollution  in  tho  viciniiy  of  the  foundries. 

The  Tovm  Centro  deposit  gauge  is  situated  between  tho  foundry  complex 
and  the  Tov/n  Centro  and,  to  some  extent,  monitors  tho  air  pollution  caused  by 
the  Foundries.  During  the  year  1970  this  deposit  gauge  shovred  a 2^%  decrease 
in  deposited  matter  compared  v/ith  that  of  1969. 

In  the  vicinity  of  ±\io  Locks  Road  area  there  are  tv7o  briclc/orks.  There 
was  a marked  increase  in  tho  amount  of  black  smoke  ei.iitted  from  the  brickv/orks 
making  building  bricks  during  the  year.  This  v/as  due  principally  to  the 
change  in  the  quality  of  coal  used  for  burning  and  representations  were  made 
to  the  District  iilkali  Inspector  to  reduce  the  period  of  black  smoke  emission,

Fev/er  conplaints  v/crc  rocoived  durin^^'  the  year  of  the 
nuisance  Ci.iusod  by  acid  soots  fron  the  refractoiy  brickworks 
and  from  observation  of  the  vegetation  -around  the  brickv/orks, 
there  \;ould  appear  to  be  an  appreciable  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  acid  soots  deposited.  I am  informed  that  this  improvement  V7as 
brought  about  by  raising  the  temperature  of  -liie  flue  gases  emitted 
from  tilo  Slack  by  the  provision  of  a after-burner  and  additional 
insula  cion  around  the  extraction  fan  at  the  base  of  the  stack, 

The  dej)osit  gauge  at  Two  Locks  Road,  near  both  the  brick- 
v/orks,  showed  a decrease  of  deposited  attter  of  l^o  for  tlio  year 
1970,  compared  with  the  deposit  in  1969. 

There  were  no  contraventions  of  the  Lark  Smoke  Regulations 

observed  from  factory  chimneys  serving  boilers  for  steam  raising 
or  space  heating. 


Compraii-its  wore  received  from  residents  in  the  Town  Centre 
1 eg.. j. ding  one  aeposition  of  soot  p-articles  from  the  stack  of  a 
boiler  used  for  district  heating  purposes.  Informal  action  was 
taken  to  prevent  the  continual  burning  of  industrial  waste  in  open 
incincra.tors  a,t  two  factory  premises. 


Domestic  Smoke  Pollu^^pn ; 


There  are  no  Smoke  Control  uireas  in  Cvreibran.  mil  new  dv7ellin»=-s 
built ^ by  the  Cv/mbran  Development  Corporation  cand  by  the  Urban 
District  Council  are  being  equipped  with  gas  or  electric  appliances 
as  a means  of  heating  and  cooking  and  few  of  the  new  privately 
owned  dwellings  recently  built  use  solid  fuel  as  a means  of  heating. 


The  trend  to  convert  older  dwellings,  previously  hoated  by 
open^solid  fuel  grates  to  central  heating,  using  gas  or  smokeless 
solia  fuel, ^continues.  This  trend  is,  no  doubt,  responsible  for 
the  steady  decrease  in  the  v/intcr  smoke  density  in  Cv/mbran,  even 
though  the  number  of  dwellings  is  rapidly  increasing.  This 
vTinter^  smoke  density  has  decreased  from  207  microgrammes  per  cubic 
metre^in  the  winter  of  1962  to  94  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre  in 
the  winter  of  1970.  This  steady  continuing  reduction  in  the  smoke 
density  is  shov/n  graphically  in  Appendix  III.  The  average  daily 
smoke  density  recorded  at  the  Council  Offices  showed  a 17%  decrease 
compared  with  tha.t  recorded  in  1968  a.nd  a decrease  of  21%  on  that 
recorded  in  tlie  6 months  of  1969.
